Louis, he gave his wife the bulk of his 
check for $83, and that one month she 
quarreled because he kept out $10 for 
himself. 

The Yowells were married at Newburg, 
Mo., Dec. 28, 1888, and moved to East 
St. Louis. He left the detective force 
a year ago and moved to Newburg, 
where he opened a meat shop. His wife 
went with him, but returned to East 
St. Louis after the business failed. 

Yowell now lives with a brother at 
Newburg and Mrs. Yowell conducts a 
rooming house at 453 Collinsville avenue.

Prisoner Tells Police His-Chilid in

Detectives Roach and McLaughiin 
caused some excitement at police head- 
quarters Thursday night by announc- 
ing that.

Edward Tonella is under sentence of 
2% years in the penitentiary for killing 
Engelbrecht. It was charged that be- 
fore Tonella shot him, Johan neg struck 
him on the head with a poker. Under 
the Missouri law, an accessory in mur- 
der is equally guilty with the principal, 
and Johannes therefore was charged 
with first degree murder. 

Engelbrecht was killed u year ago. 
Passersby who heard the shot ran 
into the yard of the coal company’s 
plant and found him unconscious. To- 
nella was. seen fleeing. Johannes 
was nowhere about. 

Tonella’s Star Witness. 

When Tonella went to trial last 
October, it was knwn that Jhannes 
was to be his star witness. His de- 
fense was that he went to the coal 
yard to pay a Dill for his brother; 
that he quarreled with Engelbrechi, 
who long had been on unfriendly 
terms with him; that Engelbrecht 
struck him with a poker, and that in 
self-defense he shot Engelbrecht. 

Johannes, according to Tonella, was 
the only eye witness to the tragedy. 

But just before Johannes was to take 
the stand, Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Farrar introduced as a witness Duncan 
Patterson. He said he was the first 
man to run into the yard after the 
shooting, and that he found Engel- 
brecht before he lost consciousness. 


Tells of Armte Mortem Statement. 

“He gasped, ‘John Johannes hit me 
with a poker, and Ed Tonella shot 
me,’’’ Patterson testified. 

The appearance of this witness sur- 
prised the defense, but his testimony 
about Engelbrecht’s dying statement 
was unshaken on cross-examination, 
and Johannes was arrested. His testi- 
mony in Tonella’s behalf was weakened 
by the testimony of Patterson, and the 
jury found Tonella guilty, suggesting 
the 25-year sentence. 

The testimony against Johannes was 
practically the same as against Tonella. 
Patterson again told his story, and Ton- 
ella was taken from Jail, where he is 
a prisoner pending appeal to the §Su- 
preme Court from the _  decision,. to 
testify in his behalf. But in this case 
the jury accepted Tonella’s statemént, 
instead of Patterson’s, and freed the de- 
fendant.

Mrs. Celia Myers, Twice Be- 
reaved, Ends Life by Drink- 
ing Muriatic Acid. 


Crazed by grief over the deaths of her, 
husband and a daughter within the last 
five weeks, Mrs. Celia Myers, 58 years 
old, for 2% years a public school teach- 
er, became violent at the home of Mrs. 
Henry Bernd, 4225 McPherson avenue, 
Friday and shouted that she had taken 


a fatal draft of muriatic acid. 

Mrs. Bernd, who ran to Mrs. Myers’ 
room when she heard her screaming, 
found her tearing her hair and cloth- 
ing. 

‘The bottle is in the bathroom,” 
Mrs. Myers. 

Mrs. Bernd ran to the bathroom, but 
found no bottle there. She telephoned 
to Dr. Simon, who said that he thought 
Mrs. Myers had not taken poison. 

It was necessary to strap Mrs. Myers 
to a stretcher to take her to the city 
hospital for observation as to her mental 
condition. 

At the hospital it was found that she 
had taken muriatic acid. She died at 
11:15 a. m. 

Her husband, Samuel Myers, was an 
invalid for 30 years. Mrs. Myers at- 
tended him through that period and 
supported her family by teaching school. 
A year ago she resigned her position 
as a teacher because of failing health. 

Five weeks ago her husband died. Two 
weeks later her daughter, Mrs. Klein of 
Kansas City, died, and her body was 
brought to St. Louis for burial.

WEST SWANZEY, N. H.. April 14. 
-—-Denman Thompson, the aged actor, 
died at his home here today. He 
achieved his greatest fame and gain- 

ed a fortune in his play of New Eng- 
_dand life, “The Old Homestead.” 

Gathered about the bedside of the ven- 
erable actor when the end came were 
a number of his closest relatives, in- 
cluding his two daughters, Mrs. W. I 
‘Kilpatrick and Mrs. E. A. McFarland. 

The funeral services, which, at the 
request of Mr. Thompson, will be simple 
and open to the public, will be held 
from his late homestead here, on Sun- 
day afternoon,“at 2:30 o’clock. The of- 
ficiating clergyman will be the Rev. H. 
Sumner Mitchell of the Unitarian Church 
at Keene. 

West Swanzey will go into to deep 
mourning .»9r Denman Thompson, for 
the inhabitants of this little town not 
only regarded him as its most emi- 
nent citizen, but as a national celeb- 
rity. Thompson not only put West 
Swanzey on the map, but in his own 
peculiar way exerted great power 
over the emotions of men and women. 
If the greatness of an actor were de- 
termined by the number of people who 
have’ witnessed his performances. 
Thompson’s name probably would oc- 
cupy a foremost place in the dramatic 
profession today. He played only one 
part which won him recognition. And 
he played it so long and so well that 
he finally camé to love it. That part 
was Josh Whitcomb in ‘The Old 
Homestead.” There has not been a 
time in a quarter of a century when 
he could not turn his West Swanzey 
farm over to his overseer, go down 

‘to New York and crowd its biggest 
theater with the mere announce- 
ment of his name in the old play, 

Was Circus Acrobat. 

Thompson was borne at Beechwood, 
Ene County, Pa., Oct. 15, 18388. Before 
he was 11 years old his parents moved 
to New Hampshire. At 17 he joined a 
circus and became an acrobat—but not a 
good acrobat. In “off’’ months he was 
@ carpenter, but eventually he took a 
job as a super in Charlotte Cushman’s 
‘company at’ the Harvard Atheneum in 
Boston in i852. Two years later he was 
playing speaking parts in New England 
towns in such plays as “The French 
Spy’’ and “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 

Thompson soon left the stage and set- 
tled in Toronto, where he married and 
his three children were born. He tried 
commercial business, but the old longing 
for the stage returned, and in 1871 he 
went back to the footlights to play ec- 
centric characters. 


Gained Immediate Fame, 


Late in the '60s, when he was inca- 
pacitated by rheumatism, Thompson 
evcived the role of Josh Whitcomb 
which he made the hero of a rura} 
New England sketch. He first acted 
it at Harry Martin's Theater of Vari- 
eties in Pittsburg in 1875, and his 
fame began to grow. The clamor 
for Uncle Josh became so great that 
in 1886, with the aid of his wife and 
George W. Ryer, he elaborated the 
sketch into the melodrama “The Old 
Homestead.” The play was put on in 
Boston, but its first real run began 

- In the Fourteenth Street Theater, New 
York, on Jan, 10, 1887. In one year 
it earned nearly $300,000 and the next 
season, at the Academy of Music, its 
gross receipts were $378,631, 

Thompson did not aspire to act 
characters other than Uncle Josh. If 
he had, the public would not have 
permitted him to do so. Once he 

thought he was a playwright and 
wrote “The Sunshine of Paradise Al- 
ley,” which failed with celerity. 
Thompson could afford ‘to take a 
humorous view of the catastrephe, 
for he still had “The Old Homestead,” 
and no other actor could play its hero 
ae well as he.

th the West. nd Friday there were 
thousands of shattered'..window. panes 
and miles of broken and tangled wires 
as reminders of a ‘phenomenal hail- 
storm. and high wind which swept over 
St. Louis at 56.p. m., Thursday, killing 
three and injuring 13 pergons 

Insurance offices were besied Friday 
day by persons whose windows had 
been Broken by the hail. Many of them 
carried tornado insurance and thought 
this covered their losses. In most cases, 
however, they were mistaken. Nearly 
all such policies provide that losses 
from hail shall not be paid under them, 
even where the hail is driven by a 
high windstorm or snowstorm. George 
Boeck of Adam Boeck & Co., a firm 
handling tornado insurance, said their 
policies did not cover damage by hail. 

Several hundred windows in United 
Railways street cars were broken by 
hailstones and the upper portion of a 
grain elevator was blown into the river. 

Mrs. Regina Mayer, 70 years old,’ of 
5321 Savoy court, was starting out for 
a carriage ride when the horses be- 
came frightened by the hail and ran 
away. The carriage was overturned 
and Mrs. Mayer received injuries from 
which she died at her home half an 
hour later. 

Man Is Electrocuted., 

Henry Foster, a teamster, was driving 
into his stable at 5021 Fairmount ave- 
nue when he was electrocuted by a live 
wire broken by the storm, His team of 
mules was killed also. 

Mrs. Emily Ashton Kissack is believed 
to have been frightened to death by 
the storm. She was found dead in the 
bathroom of. her home at 5819 Maple 
avenue.’ for several months she had 
been suffering from heart disease and 
had been told that any sudden.shock 
might result fatally. ~ 

In the central portion of the city 
the storm was not severe. Here it took 
the form of a heavy downpour of rain, 
accompanied by a moderate wind. 

Early in the afternoon banks of black 
clouds began to form In the southwest- 
ern sky. These grew heavier toward 5 
p. m. and darkness settled over the 
city. 

Some.of the swirling clouds seemed 
less than 100 feet above the ground. 

There was a long, low peal of thun- 
der and the storm broke. No one had

solid mass the hailstones swept over the 
city before a wind which had an ap- 
parent velocity of 40 miles an hour.

BEATRICE, Neb., Apri) &-—This city 
of 8000 persons has elected for Mayer 
William E. Griffin, who relinquishes 4 
position as driver of an oll wagon at a 
salary of $10 a week to take charge of 
the city’s municipal affairs. Mayor 
Griffin is a Socialist with many radical 


ideas about making war en corpora- 
tions for reduction of price on public 
utilities. 

Although Beatrice has lower gas and 
electric ight rates than any other Ne- 
braskan city, the Mayor-elect says these 
rates are too high and must be reduced. 
In a statement, after his election was 
assured, he announces himself in favor 
of public ownership of water, gas and 
electric light plants, and, above all, o: 
saloons. ~The acquisition of these, he 
says, sheuld come just as soon as feasi- 
bie. 

“Rates for light are far too high,” he 
says, “and should be reduced until the 
poorest of our people can illuminate 
their homes till they are as bright as 
palaces.”’ 

Beatrice recently voted $70,000 water 
bonds and in answer to the charge that 
he lacks experience and business abil- 
ity to pilot the city through the per- 
plexities surrounding the water supply 
crisis the Socialist Mayor-elect says: 

“If some of the smart people whe 
think they have managed the city’s af- 
fairs so well in the past will step asids, 
refrain fromatrying to. thwart my plans 
and give me a chance to make good, tL 
promise an administration where econ- 
omy is applied and I will neither i: ::: 
nor give away the people’s rights.” 

As yet the newly elected Mayor has 
not outlined any plan for the municipal 
ownership of saloons, and how he ex- 


pects to handle these places on that 


basis is a question upon which his pol- 


icy is awaited with much interest.

Well Known New York Counsel 
Declares He Has Been Jobbed 
by Enemies. 


BROKER’S $85,000 TAKEN 


Arrest of One Man Followed Ne- 
gotiations for Return of 
Securities.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 14.—Daniel J. 
O’Reilley, former Assistant District At- 
torney, one of the lawyers who defend- 
ed Harry K. Thaw, and for 15 years 
promihent as a practicing attorney in 
the criminal courts, was indicted yes- 
terday fer alleged connection with the 
robbery of Aaron Bancroft, senior mem- 
ber of the brokerage firm of George H. 
Bancroft & Co. of 16 Beaver street, 
from whom $85,000 in securities was tak- 

én on the afternoon of March 2. 

O’Reilley said, when questionéd: ‘Yes, 
it is true thaz I have been indicted for 
robbery. I understand that evidence has 
been presented to the grand jury intend- 
ed to show that I was one of three men 
who jostled Bancroft in the corridor of 
the Produce Exchange Building and 
substituted a dummy envelope for the 
$85,000 worth of securities he carried. 

“IT am absolutely innocent of this 
charge. The idea of my resorting to 
highway robbery is ridiculous, but -my 
information is that a job has been put 
up on me, and efforts will be made to 
give weight to this charge.” 

Tried to Settle Case. 

O’Reilley was asked if he knew any 
of the men in the case. He answered: 

“Yes, I know one ef the men. He 
was the one first thought to be named 
Carter. Later the police sai@ his name 
was Plass. [ was in the cab with Wi)- 
liam M. Sullivan, counsel for Bancroft, 
when $65,000 worth of the stolen securi- 
ties were returned on payment of $5000. 
I was engaged in a degal way, and 1 
had hoped to get all the securities re- 
turned without payment of the reward 
being demagded. I know, nothing about 
the other men suspected of being in this 
robbery. I only know that I have beer 
jobbed. 

“For the last week I have been i!!! of 
tonsilitis and have been unable to leave 
the. house,” he continued. 
that I had been indicted almost crushed 
me. But I will prove that it is a job 
put up on me, and I will come out with 
flying colors.”’ 

Frank J. Plass was arrested last Sat- 
urday and is still in custody. Soon 
after his arrest it was reported that he 
had confessed and had told a remark- 
able story of the robbery to Inspector 
of Police Russell. At the time it was 
admitted by the police that two other 
men were sought. 

Police Trap Fass. 

Plass’ arrest was brought about after 
Sullivan, Bantroft’s lawyer, had re- 
ceived a letter saying that the securi- 
ties might be obtained on certain condi- 
tions. After secret negotiations, Sulli- 
van agreed to appear .at Fourteenth 
street and Fifth avenue at a certain 
time of day with $6000. 

He communicated with the police, and 
on March 2, the day agreed upon, met 
three men who were in a taxicab. One 
of the men, Plass, demanded $5000 and 
showed a bundle of securities. After 
the $5000 had been paid, Sullivan dis- 
covered that only $65,000 in securities 
had been returned, and he demanded 
200 missing shares of stock. Plass 
slammed the door of his cab and made 
off, shadowed by central office men, 
He jumped from the cab and disap- 
peared in a Broadway office building. 
The other men escaped. Plass’ arrest 
followed several days later. 

Whether Plass gave the evidence to 
District Attorney Whitman which caused 
the indictment of O’Reilley, or whether 
the lawyer fell foul ‘of the law in an 
effort to bring about a meeting of the 
robbers and Sullivan, has ‘not been 


made plain.

B00 YARDS IN AIR 


Firing Squad on Battleship Mis- 
sissippi Proves Warships 
Need Not Fear Aeroplanes. 


NORFOLK, Va., April 14.—It was con- 
clusively proven at the battle practice 
of the Atlantic fleet off the Chesapeake 
capes last week that an American war- 
ship can hold its own against an attack- 
ing fleet of aeroplanes, During the tar- 
get practice on April 7 the battleship 
Mississippi conducted experitnents with 
kites as a substitute for aeroplanes and 
demonstrated that an enemy approach- 
ing through the air would be shot full 
of holes before it could get near enough 
to inflict damage. 

Two box kites were set afloat from the 
high tower on the Mississippi, one 6 
feet and the othér 8 feet long. When 
the smaller kite reached a distance of 
about three hundred yards from the ship 
a squad of 10 bluejackets was instructed 
to fire at the kite with regulation rifles. 
Firing continued fat two or three min- 
utes, and when the aeroplane target was 
pulled in, it was found that it had been 
hit 40 times out of about a hundred 
shots. 

Just how many holes had been pierced 
through the tig kite will never be known. 
One of the shots cut the string that 
held the kité and of course the kite fell. 
It was hit many times while flying 
about 800 yards from the ship. 

The bluejackets are very proud of 
their achievement. It was the first tar- 
get practice against imitation oe 
ever undertaken. 

It has been the opinion of army ex- 
perts that an aeroplane can be success- 
fully attacked only by an aeroplane. 
The tests last week appear to disprove 
this. It is Ilkely that aeroplane shoot- 
ing will become part of all future target 
practice in the navy.

So 
when the Chief of Police of Independ- 
ence telephoned to Bramhall in Kan- 
sas City, where his office is, that the 
pair were together, Bramhall went home 
on a street car, borrowed a double-bar- 
reled shotgun and set out on the road 
by which he surmised the two would 
drive back. ‘ 

Wife Sought ‘to Protect Man. 

He hid behind the hedge, and when 
he saw the buggy approaching, he 
stepped out and leveled the shotgun. 
Mrs. Bramhall leaned over in front of 
Hagan, and Bramhall, fearing he might 
4it her, walked around to the off side 
of the buggy and fired both barrels. 
The charges struck tagan in the arm 
and side. Mrs. Bramhall jump from 
the buggy, wrested the weapon from 
her husband before he could reload it, 
and Hagan and the woman drove to 
Independence. 

She went home and Hagan was taken 
to a hospital, where he died. 

The Prosecuting Attorney filed an in- 
formation charging first degree mur- 
der. Bramhall telephoned to him that 
he would surrender, but asked permis- 
sion to dispose of Walter, the 6-year-old 
son, who had been with the father 
since the shooting.

There is now no 
adequate dormitory. On cold nights so 
many boys seek refuge at the home that 
many of them must sleep on the floor 
in the corridors.

MISSES WIFE AND

Morehead Then Wounds Mother 
With Second Shot and 
Tries to Kill Self.

Mrs. Bertha Morehead, grief-stricken 
over the death of her 13-months-old 
baby, whose body received a bullet fired 
by her husband at Mrs. Morehead, re- 
peated time and time again Thursday 
morning that she would have preferred 
that the bullet had ended her own life. 

A. second bullet fired by her husband 
entered her shoulder, inflicting a wound 
which is@mot believed to be serious. He 
then fired a bullet into his own head. 
His condition ts critical. 

Mrs. Morehead, 23 years old, and her 
husband, James, 22, separated three 
months ago. She went to the home of 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs..Henry Hoff- 
man, 705A Chouteau avenue. 

Morehead walked into the flat at 5 
p. m. Thursday. He first saw Mrs. 
Hoffman and demanded: 

“Where's Bertha?’ 

Shot Kills Baby. 

The next moment he saw her stand- 
ing near her mother, holding the baby 
in her arms. Without ayother word, 
he drew a revolver from his 
pocket and fired at her. She 
was standing with her left side 
to him. The bullet grazed her breast 
and entered the baby’s breast, killing 
the child instantly. He fired again, 
the second bullet striking Mrs. More- 
head in the left shoulder and ranging 
downward. M&he fell to the floor and 
Morehead then fired a shot into his 
brain. He fell against a stove, knock- 
ing it over. 

At the first shot Mrs. Hoffman rushed 
downstairs to call her husband, who 
has a barber shop under the flat. The 
shooting was over before he reached 
the room. 

Carries Baby to Doctor, 

After falling to the floor, Mrs. More- 
head struggled to her feet and started 
downstairs with the baby. Her mother 
took the lifeless form from her arms 
and hastened to the office of Dr. A. L. 
Fulton, a block away. After learning 
that the child was dead, Dr. Fulton 
attended Mrs. Morehead at her home. 

Morehead, unconscious, was taken to 
the city hospital. 

Mrs. Morehead last saw her husband 
At that time he was 
fined $25 for disturbing the peace on 
complaint of Hoffman. It was charged 
then that Morehead had threatened to 
kill his wife and baby. 

Morehead recovered consciousness 
Thursday morning and, the physician 
say, may recover, though he is in a 
serious condition, 

He told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he went to the Hoffman home under 
the influence of liquor and that he 
urged his wife to return to him. Her 
refusal, he said, angered him greatly. 
He denied that he had any recollection 
of firing the shots.

DAVID JAYNE HILL 
RESIGNS; TAFT 10 
NAME SUCCESSOR 


Withdrawal of Ambassador to 
Germany Will Go Into Effect 


on July 1, This Year. 





NO REASON IS.’ GIVEN 


President Thanks Envoy to Ber- 
lin for Services in Letter 
Accepting Retirement. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—David Jayne 
Hill of Rochester, N. Y.,° ambassador 
of the United States to Germany, has 


resigned his past. The resignation has 
been accepted by President Taft. 

Neither in. Mr. Hill’s letter of resig- 
nation nor in the President’s letter of 
acceptance is any reason given for the 
ambassador’s action. The President 
thanks Mr. Hill for his services at Ber- 
lin, and says that he is glad to know 
that he will remain there until July ! 
when the resignation goes into effect. 
Mr. Hill’s letter to the President says 
in part: 

“The half of your administration hav- 
ing already passed, it appears to me 
fitting that I should express to you my 
grateful appreciation of.the considera- 
tion you have shown me and that I 
should at this time place my resig- 
nation in your hands to become effect- 
ive July 1 next, which I now do in or- 
der that, if you desire to do so, you 
may be able to make another appoint- 
ment to that post.’ 


Visit to United States. 
Ambassador Hill was ordered home 


from Berlin several weeks ago to dis- 
cuss, according to an announcement by 
the State Department at the time, the 
potash controversy between the United 
States and Germany, which for a long 
time has been the subject of diplomatic 
interchange in which Mr. Hill has been 
intimately engaged. State Department 
officials decline to discuss the resigna- 
tion. 

The retiring Ambassador has been 
connected with the State Department 
for more than twelve years, entering 
the service as Assistant Secretary of 
State, Oct. 2, 1898. He was appointed 
Minister to Switzerland in 1908 and two 
years later transferred to the Nether- 
lands. Since April 2, 1908, he has been 
Ambassador to Germany. 

While Ambassador Hill’s resignation 
was a great surprise to official Wash- 
ington, and to the diplomatic corps here, 
it was argued that the fact that he was 
to remain at his post until July 1 indi- 
cates that there was nothing urgent in 
the Ambassador’s action. 

Follows Old Custom. 

The belief is general that Mr. Hill's 
retirement is in accord with the cus- 
tom of past administrations to appoint 
new ambassadors to all of the important 
rosts. Changes have been made here- 
tofore by President Taft at all such 
places except Great Britain and Ger- 
many. In the case of Great Britain 
President Taft offered the mission to 
Charles W. Elliot of Harvard Uni- 
versity, who declined.

HAS BECOME HOME TO HIM 
Another Tragic Parting Seems in 


Prospect for Chapultepec and 
the Garden of Sorrows. 





MEXICO CITY, Mexico, April 14.—In 
the light of passing events it appears 
entirely possible that President Diaz 
may. be forced to spend his declining 
days away from the scenes he has 
grown to love. Not the least of his 
sorrows im that event will be due to his 


‘ability te wander through Chapultepec 


Park, admiring its flowers, trees and 
shrubbery, listening to’ its birds or, 
perhaps, standing beneath the great 
Tree of Montezuma. 

Scarcely ‘a day passes but the Presl- 
dent spends an hour or two or rest and 
recreation here. Situated six miles 
from the city the park surrounds his- 
torical Chapultepec Castle, the White 


House of Mexico, used as a summer 
| home. 


The President drives out from 
the city In his autémobile and ofte1 he 
and his wife may be seen roaming arm 
in arm through the beautiful grounds, 
enjoying the perfume-laden breezes and 
listening to the myriad birds of bright 
plumage in what may come to be known 
as the Mexican eirien of sorrows. 

Inspiring as the be. My of the gigantic 
epec may have 
been to President Diaz Juring the iong 
years of rule in Mexico, there is no 
other place where he might go with 
greater propriety to reflect on possible 
waning greatness. 

It was in this delightful park that the 
Emperor of the Astecs was. wont to 
seek repose, and it was under the 
spreading branches of the: giant ahue- 
huetle tree which bears his name that 
Montezuma is sald te have sat and wept 
over the treachery of Cortez. Here, too. 
may have come Maxmillan when he was 
left ‘to his doom by Napoleon III, or 
the dictator Santa Anna before he went 
on His last exile to die in a forlorn land 
in his grizzled old age. 

Montezuma Tree, although of great 
age—it was known and. written of by 
men who were with Cortex before the 
Pilgrims landed at Plymouth Rock— 
is in an. excellent state of preservation 
It stands like a gigantic sentinel, rear- 
ing its head even above the giants of 
the forest which surround it. ~ 

To Jose Yves Limantour fs given the 
credit for preserving and increasing the 
wonderfill wiid beauty of Chapultepec 
Park. Limantour. has made a study of 
forestry. _.When he first became in- 
terested a quarter of‘a century ago 
the trees were in a neglected condition. 
He applied the most approved methods 
of forestry to their preservation with 
the resuit that they are now in a 
healthy condition and the older ones 
seem to have taken on a new lease of 
life. 

It is in this park that Limantour as 
well as President Diaz whiles many 
r-easant hours. When he returned to 
the Capital recently after his long 
stay in Europe one of the first visits 
he made was to the torest-covelp 
grounds of Chapultepec. He told His 
friends he was anxious to see how the 
trees and flowers had prospered during 
his absencé. 

While in Europe he visited many of 
the famous parks and obtained ideas 
for still further beautifying the one at 
Chapultepec. He has already taken 
preliminary steps towards putting these 
improvement plans into effect. —

The subpena commands Til- 
den to produce before the committee 
next Thursday the records of his vari- 
ous bank acvounts in 1909. 

Refusal to do so, Tilden was given to 
understand by Attorney Healy of the

When Hines’ testimony has been con- 
tradicted by a dozen or more men, it is 
said the Chicago lumberman will be re- 
called to the witness stand and cross- 
examined as to each story disclosed be- 
fore the committee.

CINCINNATI CHEMIST 
FINDS NEW ELEMENT 


Is Similar to Radium 
and it Is Much 
Cheaper.

Prof. Fennell said that he came upon 
the element in a roundabout way while 
he was making experiments on another 
line; that he dropped that line of re- 
search and has now found this new 
element, which will make his discovery 
of great benefit to humanity by reason 
of the fact that materials can be made 
from this at a much less enpanes than 
with the use of radium.

Ancient Coins 5 Feet Under- 


ground in Indiana. 


PETERSBURG, Ind., April 14.—Ingle 
Mitchell, an employe of the Independent 
Telephone Co., while engaged in digging 
holes for telephone poles in the east end 
of this city, dug up three rare coins, 
one an ancient bronze coin of the Ves- 
pasian period, minted during the period 
of the reign of Vespasia, who ruled 
Rome between the years 69 and 79 A. D. 

The coin is in a good state of preser- 
vation and on the face appears the 
figure of Vespasia, while on the back 
of the coin is the crude drawing of a 
nude woman and the letters 8S. C. This 
coin is perhaps one of the oldest pieces 
of money in existence, and its pres- 
ence in this locality will never be ex- 
plained. It was found at a depth of five 
feet beneath the earth on the side of a 
hill which has washed away for years. 
The other two coins are of Spanish 

and are of silver and are dated 
several hundred years later.

NEW YORK, April 14.—For 20 years 
shoppers in this city have selected the 
stores which they visit from the White 
List, published the Consumers’ 
‘League. This published annually 


by

for 20 years, Which contains the names 


of those firms which are supposed to 


give their employes fair treatment, is 
‘now to be avandoned in favor of pam- 
‘phlets published at intervals to describe 
' conditions as they exist in certain 
| stores. 

The public will then be left to judge 
for itself what placeg it will patronize. 
'The statement, which was sent out to- 
day to all the members of the league, 
follows: 
| “The governing board of the Consum- 
ers’ League of the city of New York an- 
nounces that hereafter a new method 
will be followed in making and publish- 
ing a white list. Instead of a list of 
stores ‘recommended in general 2s ‘ap- 
proaching the standard of a fair house,’ 
the league will issue periodic statements 
as to the conditions of employment in, 
retail stores—wages, hours, vacations, 
conformity to the law, physicai welfare, 
tc. : 

Announcement Made. 

The following considerations have led 
the board to this change of method: 

‘The complexity of organization in the 
retail dry goods business makes it in- 
creasingly difficult to distinguish a 
basis for commendation between houses 
which, while maintaining certain very 
desirable conditions, nevertheless fall 
below our genera] standard jin some re- 
spects, and houses which, while con- 
forming outwardly to the requirements 
of our standard, still in ways difficult 
of investigation and of proof allow con- 
ditions of which the league cannot ap- 
prove. 

“It seems advisable, therefore, to 
cease the plan of general recommenda- 
tion of certain houses and to leave to 
the judgment and conscience of the in- 
dividual consumer the decision as to 
what houses are worthy of patronage. 

“The statements which the board pro- 
poses to issue from time to time to 
members of the league and the public 
will contain detailed information as to 
conditions of employment in _ certain 
stores. Conscientious consumers can 
thus be more intelligent in regard to 
their selection of stores, and the board 
hopes that public interest being thus 
aroused, many merchants will be in- 
duced by the requests of their customers 
to introduce specific improvements in 
the condition of employment. 

“The board feels that by this method 
the Consumers’ League will be able to 
wield a stronger influence and in a 
wider circle than ever before.”’ 

Spread Over Country. 

The Consumers’ League movement. 
which started in New York, has now 
spread over the cotintry in its efforts 
to obtain fair conditions of labor for 
the working girl. There are today 55 
leagues in 16 states, 12 local branches 
of the New York State League, and 14 
college and school leagues affiliated with 
the national organization. Sixty-five 
manufacturers use the league’s label, 
certifying to the good conditions under 
which the article is made. Similar 
leagues have been founded in France, 
Switzerland and Germany.
